Fawcett's testimony 
began late Tuesday mor- 
ning following a motion by 
the attorney for the state 
board of education to 
dismiss the case. against 
the state board and the 
state superintendent. No 
ruting on the motion was 
made. 

Scheduled as witnesses 
when Fawcett's testimony 
and cross examination was 
completed were Frank 
Maraffa, executive director 
of the Department of 
Special Program Develop- 
ment and Norval Goss, 
director of the Department 
of Pupil Personnel. The 
trial was tentatively 
scheduled to run through 
Saturday of this week at 
CALL-POST deadline but a 
possible recess was an- 
ticipated for Friday and 
Saturday because of a 
pending: criminal trial. 

in quéstfoning Fawcett 
‘about --his tenure as 
superintendent of Colum- 
bus schools fromt he years 
1949 to 1956, Board Attor- 
ney Samuel Porter em- 
phasized the substantial 
growth of the school 
district during those years 
in terms of schoo! district 
population and area. 

it was during Fawcett's 
term that the full impact of 
the postwar baby boom 
began to hit the school 
system. Fawcett noted that 
the city's population went 


from 300,000 in 1940 to 
370,000 in 1949. In addition 
to the baby boom, he cited 
the immigration of people 
seeking employment in the 
area as a reason for the in- 
crease. 

Fawcett compared the 
growth of the school 
system enrollment (from 
46,000 in 1950 to 71,000 in 
1957) to ‘having absorbed 
at least two cities the size 
of Newark and Lancaster.” 

The bulk of Fawcett’s 
testimony was spent in ex- 


plaining the construction ~ 


during his term of 28 new 
buildings, 42 additions to 
buildings and 43 major 
remodeling projects 

Fawcett said when he 
became superintendent 
there were 42 or 43 
elementary schools, 11 
junior highs and six senior 
highs. The senior high 
buildings, he said, were 
constructed in the 1920s 
and were in good shape 
but. the majority of the 
elementary schools were in 
a bad state of repair, and 
obsolete heating plants 
and there was a question 
about their safety 

Explaining the 
placement of new schools, 
Fawcett said it was ‘‘our 
philosophy to try to get the 
schools where the people 
were.” 

“Historically,” he said, 
“we'd had this (neigh.

(Continued trom Page 1A) 
transporting of pupils.” 
Fawcett was asked to 
read extensively from three 
reports by the Bureau of 
Educational Research of 
Ohlo State University. The 
Bureau was engaged by 
the school system in 1950, 
1953 and 1956 to study the 
needs of the system and 
make recommendations. 
Its recommendations for- 
med the basis of much of 
the construction which 


took place during 
Fawcett’s tenure as 
superintendent. 


Following the first study 
in 1950, an $11.5 million 
bond issue passed by a 
vote of over 70 percent, 
described by Fawcett as 
“excitingly supportive.” 
Another\bond issue, set at 
$14 million; passed. .in- 
1953. 

‘Porter reviewed with 
Fawcett the year by year 
construction of new 
schools, asking him to 
read in each case the OSU 
recommendation regarding 
the need for a school at 
each site. 

Discussing the construc- 
tlon of the James Road 
school in 1952, Fawcett 
said the growth in the area 
was beyond anyone's ex- 
pectations and the 
building had to be put up 
in a hurry. He recalled that 
the school system received 
national publicity because 
the school was identified 
as the first permanent 
school facility constructed 


in 90 days. 
Fawcett noted that 
because of the un- 


precedented population. -. 


growth, 15 of the 42 ad- 
ditions built during his 
term were to buildings that 
had just recently opened. 
Fawcett also testified 
about the acquisition of - 
new sites, the use of por- 
table classrooms and the 
assignment of staff. He 
said the first integrated 
staff assignments were 
made-during his term_at 
Leonard Avenue school. 
Preceding Fawcett's 
testimony, State Board At- 
torney Mark O'Neill en- 
tered a motion 
“challenging the  suf- 
ficiency of the plaintiff's 
case” against his clients. 
He said there have only 
been three cases in Ohio 
(Dayton, Cleveland and 
Columbus): where the state 
board and the superinten- 
dent were parties to the 
sult and asked that they be 
dismissed from this case. 
Stating that the NAACP 
claimed the state board 
should have corrected 
wrongful action which was 
taken by school boards, 
O'Neill argued that the ac-

Montgomery testified on 
circumstances surroun- 
ding several school boun- 
dary changes. He cited a 
newspaper article regar- 
ding a 1932 protest against 
boundary changes for, 
Franklin and Pilgrim junior 
high schools. 

aking to the board of 
education in support of the 
protest at that time was 
Harry E. Davis, a national 
NAACP director, who said 
the charges “amounted to 
segregation” and were 
“cruel and unjust.’ Davis 
threatened that the case 
would be taken to court 
but that never came about.

Francis Reverses Hughes, - 


OKs Prosecuting ‘Tricks’

The Columbus City 
Attorney wrote what 
amounted to a ‘Dear 
John" letter last week; in 
effect putting local “johns” 
(patronizers of prostitutes) 
on notice they are no 
longer exempt from 
prosecution. 

in a.May 26, .memo to 
oo! prosecutors, City Atty. 
John L. Francis rescinded 
a controversial - policy 
which had the effect of 
restricting the. use of 
female police officers to 
arrest men_for soliciting. 

The police in question 
was instituted by Francis’ 


redecessor, James 
Hughes, who; on Aug..4 of 
las ear, arbitrarily 


deci that using women 
officers to arrest men was 
“improper” although the 
soliciting statute is written 
Jn such a way that men are 
clearly iable for 
prosecution. 

Lt. Foster Deakins, head 
of the police vice squad, 
indicated that his bureau 
will waste no time in 
putting undercover women 
back out on the street to 
trick would-be “tricks” into 
soliciting them. 

Deakins, who had 
described the Hughes 
policy as depriving police 
of a “valuable enforcement 
tool’, applauded the 
Francis memo as 4a 
“sensible interpretation of 
the law.” 

Following Hughes’ 
“women only” memo, @ 
flurry of motions. for 
dismissal of soliciting 
charges against females 
inundated the Municipal 
Court, resulting in a 
judicial split on the issue: 
Several judges upheld 
-such motions while others 
denied them, ruling in 
effect that Hughes’ order 
was not unfair to women. 

Several cases invowing

=e was in effect are still 
pending, including that of 
V'Ann K. Ryther, 23, 4 
former—Cotumbus—high

In Motion 


Somebody has said the same things | am going to say 
about Lou Rawis, that he is a terribly fantastic jazz/blues 
singer who, after leaving the historically famous Pilgrim 
Travelers gospel group, embarked upon an impressive 
recording career with Capito! Records. Beginning with 
the introductory album, Stormy Monday, a remarkable 
collaboration with Les McCann, Rawls established a first 
tate blues interpreter’s reputation. In the first place, the 
man immediately showed some guts and his readings of 


Billie Holiday's “God Bless the Child" is classic. An. 


unenthusiastic collection of Pilgrim Travelers’ sonts 
were put together on The Pilgrim” Travelers; the 
arrangements were characteristic of the white 
understanding of the Black spiritual and they were 
recorded in the. infamous Mitch Miller tradition which 
made the recordirig loose-and tacky at best. 

Then there were a pair of recordings in the same year: 
Tobacco Road and Black and Blue, both arranged and 
conducted by Onzy Matthews. They were all blues and 


big band arrangements. Black and, Blue's arrangements: 


are’ “dominated by a massive Hammond organ, an 
instrument that tends to underscore the musical pathos 
presented thematically through the album. While each of 
the dozen. selections is a classic blues composition, 
Rawls just seemed to be able to get. off better doing ‘'|'d 
Rather Drink Muddy Water” and “anything else on side 
no. 1. Otherwise, the dude and his bad conductor were 
getting into the jazz thing on-“Roll ‘em Pete”, and then 
ike.a-swan-in-transformation they get_into “(What Did. 
Do. to- be-So) Black and Blue,’ a terribly-realistic song 
that philosophically summarized the social thinking of 
an obsolete class of pre-Black Power ‘‘Negroes." 

On the Tobacco. Road-aibum, double guitars “ted“the 
fantastic big band. “Summertime” is right_in. place with 
“St. Louis Blues" and “Stormy Weather". In both 
instances on Tobucco Road, Black and Blue's there is 
equal emphasis on the solo voice, which is super fantastic, 
the powerful big band doing jazz readings of traditional 
blues. They were very bad. 

There are three other works doing this period: Nobody 

But Lou, arranged and conducted by Beriny Carter, 


employed a program—-of—contemporary--and—pop- 


compositions and then presented them from a blues bas; 
Lou Rawls and Strings was a country/western collection, 
understated and almost destroyed by Benny Carter's 
uneven strings; and finally there was the fabulous 
. Soulin', where Rawls showed everybody just how bad he 
ieally was, H.B. Barnum was the arranger/conductor and 
he let Rawls -just- have his .natural way.singing. the 
plaintive “Old Folks" or the-very popular -“‘Love-is-a 
Hurtin’ Thing.” The album popularized Rawls among the 
period's jazz followers. 

In these seven first released, Rawls capably proved he 
could work with a basic piano trio and be as nice as he 
is with the big band and strings. The other ten or so 
albums after these have never matched the first ones in 
terms of continuous appeal, excellence in programming 
and quality in the performances. However, Mr. Rawls is 
back out there with a new album produced by the mighty 
Philadelphia Machine of Gamble & Huff and 
Philadelphia International Records; it's a very 
professional, very slick thing called, Al! Things In Time 
(PZ-33957) that just might be as good as either of these 
first seven albums. The program features a whole lot of 
very new things, some of it specially written for Rawls, 
who really doesn't need any new material, because he 
can handle any and ail of it. equally as well. 

As | listen to arrangements, which range from the 
basic big band sould “From Now On” and “You're the 
One” to one that is very contemporary with the electric 
piano and (just a light touch of) synthesizers, but mostly 
there are many with a lot of good music understating 
(sometimes) that magnetic appeal of Rawls. One of my 
favorites is “You'll Never Find Another Live Like Mine” 
and several of the ones | overlistened to the ‘first time 
around. The.man is back at his. old. game-plan,.which 
probably is to sing his listeners to death. It's a very bomb 
album, duplicating his best experiences to date. 

And now very quickly, the new Natalie Cole album, 
Natalie (Capitol, ST-11517), is a mediocre 
disappointment, . especially .based..on_.the. possible 
artificial popularity developed around the first album and 
blind faith in her producers who might be over- 
estimating themselves into thinking they can become 
another Gamble-Huff combination. There is fire, but the

Someone, the name escapes me now, 
once said: “Let not ambition mock. thy 
useful toll.” It is a motte to guide our con- 
duct and aspirations. It also is a warning 
not to let our ambitions, especially those 
grandiose ideas and schemes which are 
really impossible dreams, prevent us from 
doing the best we can with the resources 
at- hand in order: to achieve important 
goals. 

This a motto and a warning. 

The need today for aggressive and 
militant political activity is.obvious. 
Politicians and policymakers are ignoring 
the black plight mainly because we are not 
forcing them to do otherwise. Their inac- 
tion is based not only on their perception 
ofthe absence of protest’, demonstrations 
and public complaints but also on low 
black voter reigstration and turnout rates. 

The challenge to all of us, is clear: find a 
way to-turn- blacks on-to_politics_in_the 
Seventies the way they were turned on to 
protest in the Sixties. The éxtent of the 
problem is equally clear: 

Only about 55 percent of the 14 million 
eligible black voters are registered. The 

, Census Bureau reports that “among the 


§.2 million blacks who were not registered 
in 1974, nearly one-half reported that they 
were not interested or disliked politics.” 
Between’ 1970 and 1974, black 
registration declined about six percentage 
points, thus giving .us the lowest 
registration rate reported for any of the 
last five general elections.

Of the 2.6 million registered-voters who 
did not vote in:1974, 45 percent said they 
were unable to go to the polls and 20 per- 
cent said they were not interested.

_. The nation's thirty-four public black 
» colleges face an uncertain future.* 
Founded in the years following the Civil 
War as separate but never equal 
educational institutions for blacks, the 
;@colleges within the next few years will 
‘= haye to admit many more white students 
in order to comply with federal orders 
requiring ten southern and border states 
to dismantle their dual systems of higher 
‘education. The issue is not whether the 
colleges want to desegregate (they 
gladly admit white students) but whether 
_ the states are prepared to help them 
achieve ~equality with white colleges 
without-destroying_their_special_role—in 
serving black youth. 

The situation involves tough legal, 
political and economic questions, and in 
order to strengthen the voice of black 
leaders in the transition to an integrated 
system the Foundation has granted 
$150,000 to the Institute for Services to 
Education.

An experimental vaccine developed by 
East Indian scientists to prevent 
pregnancy is now being cautiously tested 
for safety in small groups of women in at 
least six.countries. It is not yet known 
whether the vaccine can accomplish its 
main purpose of birth control, although 
simulated tests in a féw women have 
indicated that the vaccine can block the 
action of a hormone that is essential to the 
life of a newly formed embryo. 

Studies to date suggest that the vaccine 
would be renewable by a booster shot and 
would also be reversible, with its effects 
wearing off after about one year. While 
initial safety tests in animals and women 
thus far have shown no untoward side 
effects from the vaccine, it has not been 
definitely shown to be harmless to other 
hormones or-organs. 

The results to date of the research, 
headed by Dr. G.P. Talwar at the All India 
Institute of Medical Sciences in New Delhi 
are described in a recent issue of the 
journal, Contraception.

‘~ This growing practice on the part of 
Negro voters is very disastrous to our own 
candidates, for, it is the Black voters that 
théy MUST depend on to get nominated. 
So, in proportion that Negroes pass up the 
primaries, in. the same proportion do they 
reduce the chances of Negro candidates 
being nominated. 

So passing up primaries is not smart at 
all. In fact, we should cast our biggest 
vote in the primary because by selective 
voting, we can achieve greater results. 

Just looking at the Democratic ballot in 
Cleveland, there are several races where 
the number of candidates makes it 
possible for a- concentration of Black 
votes to determin the nominee. 
~-An the-race for Cuyahoga County Com- 
missioner, there are 10 candidates for the 
Jan. 2nd term. In looking over this field, 
The Call & Post has picked Anthony O. 
Calabrese, Jr., as the best candidate to 
vote for. 

In the Jan. 3rd term for Cuyahoga 
County Commissioner, there are 4 can- 
didates. One of these candidates is Coun- 
cilman James Boyd. He is the only Negro 
in this contest. He has the endorsement of 
The Call & Post. 

If. Negro voters concentrated their votes 
on these two candidates, both of them 
could be nominated. This would give us 
considerable political clout. 

Another important primary contest in 
Cleveland, is the race for sheriff. In this 
field, there are-ten candidates. One of 
these is James W. Barrett, a Negro. 

Here then, is our greatest opportunity to 
elect a Black man sheriff of Ohio's largest 


As the nation celebrates the 
Bicentennial, Black America is in a state 
of crisis By any of the accepted indicators 
of progress-employment, housing, 
education, etc., the National Urban 


League studies indicate that over the past ~ 


ten years, many of the gains Blacks had 
registered were either wiped out or 
severely eroded in 1975, and the outlook 
for the future is not encouraging. 

There were a few exceptions this 
downward trend in 1975, but the growing 
numer of Blacks without jobs, the 
increasing gap between white and Black 
income, new public displays of racism and 
the negative attitude of policy makers 
towards programs that aid the poor, 
marked the year as one of increasing 
hardships for Blacks. 

Certainly the responsibility for many of 
the reverses lay with the economy. Blacks 
suffered disproportionately. because of 
their position on the economic ladder as 
unemployment climbed to depression 
levels in many of their communities and 
inflation cut -into their already limited 
purchasing power. 

But even more alarming has been the 
nation's unwillingness to face up to the 
seriousness of the problems that years of 
racism have created, and to deal with 
those problems with the intensity and 
commitment their solution demands. It 
also has to do with the failure of those in 
leadership: positions to create the moral

Although President Gerald Ford was given a royal 
welcome when he brought his campaign to Columbus 
on Wednesday of last week, he was forced to share 
the public spotlight with a representative from the 
camp of a very potent political enemy. 

When the President’s Air Force One plane touched 
down at Columbus‘nternational Airport, at 3:30 p.m., 
Mrs. Rosalynn Carter, petite wife of front running 
Democrat presidential.candidate, Jimmy Carter, had 
been pounding sidewalks in the Capital City for more 
than 10 hours. Her day started at 6:15 a.m. with a visit 
to a northend auto parts plant where she greeted day 
shift workers upon their arrival. 

By the time President Ford's entourage reached the 
downtown area, Mrs. Carter had already paced up 
and down virtually every main street introducing her- 
self to people and signing autographs. In effect, she 
was simply telling everyone just how great the former 
Georgia governor is, and predicting that he will win 
the presidential nomination and then be elécted in 
November. ‘ 

Informed that the former Georgia First Lady was on 
the State House lawn snacking out of a brown bag, 
Gov. James A. Rhodes, a Republican who was later to 
host President Ford, left his executive office to 
welcome her to the city. A short while later, Mrs. Car- 
ter showed up at the Christopher Inn where the 
Metropolitan Democratic Women's Club was toasting 
its black president, Mrs. Roberta Jones. 

President Ford, in the meantime, was visiting the 
Governor's Conference On Aging. He later addressed 
a throng from the Statehouse lawn, then held a press 
conference at the Neil House Hotel across the street. 
He fielded a string of questions, but the one that 
seems to have been the most sensitive and controver- 
slal dealt with busing. 

Although Ford spoke with what could be regarded 
as candor and sincerity, his confession that the attor-

the busing issue, proved to be embarrassing to him. 
He said the attorney general is in the process of 
deciding whether or not where and when he should 
appear to see if the U.S. Supreme Court won't review 
its previous decisions and possibly modify or change 
it. ; 

The following day, the White House announced that 
the President's statement concerning a review of the 
Brown case decision, 1954, “was all a mistake, the 
President referred to the Brown case only as a slip of 
the tongue.” Thus, President Ford is not likely to 
forget his visit to Columbus, for his boo-boo will not 
allow him to. : : 


POLITICS AND BUSING 


Whatever the outcome of the Boston busing crisis 
and the appeals to the U.S. Supreme Court to modify 
that city's desegregation plan, it is clear that busing is 
on-its way back as a political footbatt: —7 

That fact. alone says something about American 
politics and about the nature of leadership on the 
national and local scenes. . 

A little history is in order. In 1954 the Supreme 
Court.ruled that segregated schools were uncon- 
stitutional. This means that almost all students 
graduating from college this spring were born after 
that decision — and almost all of them have attended 
segregated schools. 

In effect, there's been a twenty-two year moratorium 
on ending segregation in America’s schools. The con- 
situtional rights of white and black children to be 
educated in desegregated schools has been ignored. 

Imagine the outcry if constitutional rights to free 
speech or the press were suspended for so long a 
time. But on this issue, there has been resistance and 
sabotaging of court orders to bring about the end of 

regated schools. 


in 1971 the Supreme Court ruled that federal district . 
judges have the right to order busing or other means - 


of Gponaregeting the schools if local officials refuse 
to do it. 

In many towns, officials read the writing on the wail 
and abandoned their attempts to frustrate the process 
of desegregation. They formulated plans with com- 
munity participation and in those areas, no one hears 
a more about “forced busing” or court orders. 

ut in other cities, and Boston is one of them, 
school officials refused to cooperate, refused to 
follow the Jaw, and refused to. lift a. finger to 
desegregate. Instead of trying to win. community ac- 
ceptance of desegregation, those officials abdicated 
their moral and official responsibilities, thus insuring 
that the courts Woulc do what they themseives were 
too cowardly to do. 

Such local officials also made a political football 
of busing. They preached massive resistance, just as 


die-hard southern segregations did back in the ‘50s, . 


and they 
Boston’s rock-throwers got the headlines and were 
properly condemned, but the real culprits were those 
officials who had. the power to bring about peaceful 
change and instead, encouraged resistance that 
inevitably leads to violence. 

Instead of backing the courts, successive national 
Administrations have themselves questioned the 
wisdom. of busing and intervened to worsen matters. 
They have forgotten that busing in this context is no 
longer a matter of opinion, but a proper means to 
remedy. Hoge! denial of constitutional rights. 

Given that situation, the responsibilities of leader- 
ship’ demand frequent and public support of the 
courts by the President and by other top national of- 
ficials. One recalis that President Eisenhower had 
misgivings about the original Supreme Court decision 
of 1954 but he understood that the limitations of his 
own background had to be suppressed and never 
said a public word against the Court's action, And

the reason anti-busing is so potent a political con- 
sideration lies in the efforts of politicians in both par- 
tles to win votes by condemning busing.

thi would be a lot different today, 
re real problem lies in the rampant un- 
constitutional segregation that still exists. And the 
solution to that is to integrate the schools, if 
necessary through busing.

LINDEN Branch, 2432 
Cleveland Ave., is among 
the most overcrowded in 
the city. Cutbacks in staff, 
hours, and the book 
budget have had a con- 
siderable negative impact 
on services. It is hoped 


_that with passage of the 


levy, overcrowding.can be 
alleviated and adequate 
staff, hours and budget 
can be restored and main- 
tained. If the levy is voted 
down, the facility may 
continued to deteriorate 
because insufficiant funds 
to make needed repairs. 

FRANKLINTON Branch, 
840 Sullivant Ave., isin a 
leased storefront. Its lease 
will also expire June 30. If 
thie levy is not successful, 
the branch will probably be 
closed. If the levy passes, 
we will work with the 
community advisory coun- 
cil to relocate the branch 
in better facilities within 
the Franklinton area. Staff, 
book budget and hours 
would be resored. 

HILLTONIA Branch is 
located at 2282 W. Mound 
St. The facility is leased, 
and the lease expires Sept. 
30. Passage of the Jevy will 
have a direct positive ef- 
fect upon this branch. If 
the levy fails, the library 
will have to reduce opera- 
ting costs to stay within its 
budget. 

One way of reducing 
costs would be to allow 
leases which run out bet- 
ween June and December 
to expire. If the levy is suc- 
cessful, however, the 
branch would not be 
eliminated, but improved. 
Overcrowding would be 
alleviated. As with all bran- 
ches, staff, hours, and 
book budget would be 
restored. 

NORTHSIDE Branch was 
relocated last year to a 
newer building at 1260 N. 
High St. It is not in 
jeopardy, as some other 
branches are, and has 
been able to maintain 
hours and services 
through a special federal 
grant. That grant expires 
June 30, however. If the 
levy fails, there will be no 
funds available to maintain 
services at the present 


level. 

PARSONS Branch is 
located at 845 Parsons 
Ave. in a building owned 
by the library. Some
